First Fed to close doors in BC 


About 1,000 customers will be 
affected with the announced 
closing of the First Federal of 
Michigan offices in Boyne City 
according to officials with the 
savings and loan institution. 
Also affected are about 125 mor- 
tgages that the bank had with 
property owners in northern 
Michigan. 

The savings and loan in- 
stitution announced the closing 
of the branch in a form letter 
sent out to all account holders of 
the institution Monday and 
Tuesday. 

While the decision to close the 
branch came after many months 
of study and effort, bank officials 
said, the decision was reached to 


close the northernmost branch 
of the almost statewide in- 
stitution last month. 

The branch is about 150 miles 
from their next nearest location 
in Grand Rapids and it was felt 
that the stand alone branch 
could not be competitive with 
other banks and savings and 
loan companies serving the area. 

According to Richard Platt, 
the Executive Vice President, 
Marketing Division, the branch 
closing was a result of the 
deregulation process which has 
changed the way the banking in- 
stitutions look at branches these 
days.

BC going after violations 


Boyne City Commissioners’ 
authorized the city attorney to 
begin proceedings against some 
of the ordinance violations that 
have occurred around town 
during the noon . Tuesday 
meeting of the Commissioners. 


Most of the ordinance 
violations fall into the nuisance 
category, according to City 
Manager Randy Frykberg. The 
‘authorization will allow the eity: 
to proceed against those cases 


‘. where every other avenue has 
* been tried but has failed. 


‘In other action Frykberg told 
the commissioners the city has 
two options to buy land from 
property owners adjacent to the 
Air/Industria] Park for future 
park expansion. 


But he said the proposed ex- 
pansion also would have to in- 
clude property owned by the 
Catholic Church to make the ex- 
pansion plan work in the best in- 
terest of the community. 

The expansion would include 
a total of 18 acres, of which 5.7 is 
owned by the church. In 
meetings with the church coun- 
cil, the city showed that selling a 
portion of the property they. 
would own would still leave 
them with about double their 
present usage. 

‘Frykberg said he is writing a 
letter to the Bishop to explain 
why the land is needed for the 
park expansion and what jobs 
could be created when the land 
is developed. 

Frykberg then had Police 
Chief John Talboys explain why 
the vote is crucial to develop- 
ment of the airport. Talboys said 
the issue on the ballot is the 
same as the one passed a few 
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Flectromes Comoration 


years ago and would allow the 
airport authority to lease ad- 
ditional land that would have 
airplane hangars built upon it 
and leased to the person 
building them. 


The reason for the ballot issue 
is that the present city charter 
only allows the city to lease land 
for three years. Under the 
proposed hangar program, the 
owners of the hangars. would 
build them, lease them from the 
city for 25 years and at the end 
of that time the hangars would 
revert to city ownership. If 
passed, the airport authority 
would have control of the 
development of hangar space. 


Frykberg also announced the 
city will be the recipient of an 
$8,000 grant from a department 
of the Michigan State Police. 
The grant, which is part of an 
emergency funding program is 
allowing the city to purchase 
and place stone to protect 
Lakeshore Drive. The program 
will also help to stabilize the 
roadway and keep it from 
washing out. 


Charlevoix County Emergen- 
cy head Ear) Muma helped the 
city get the grant.

placed within that five foot area 
from the lot line with a portion 
of it hanging into the road right- 
of-way. 

He also said the ordinance 
requires a sign maximum height 
cannot exceed one foot for each 
two feet the sign is set back 
from the lot line. He said that 
the sign and post would have to 
be set back about 18 to 20 feet 
from the lot line. 

Both the former temporary 
sign and the present sign are in 
violation of section 7.20 G. 2. He 
also said the ordinance provides 
that any sign extending over the 
public right-of-way shall not be 
lower than eight feet. It appears, 
he said in the letter, that the 
permanent sign is about six feet 
above grade. 

The sign also did not pass the 
intent of section 7.40 A. 7. which 
prohibits any sign structure 
which no longer advertises a 
business or product. The sign 
contained no message when 
viewed by him. 

He also said the freestanding 
sign is not permanently an- 
chored to the ground. The 
lighted sign on a snowmobile 
trailer is presently supported by 
four steel legs and is not an- 
chored into the ground.

All of the above violations 
come into force if the signs were 
in existence prior to March 1982 
when the zoning ordinance was 
adopted. 

He verbally told the planners 
they would be taking on Apple 
Pie and Mom when and if they 
decided to ask the city for enfor- 
cement. 

He recommended the city 
planners ask to find all of the 
violations and send letters to all 
concerned about the violations 
of signage. Then an_in- 
vestigation could be started and 
enforcement of the sign ordinan- 
ce could begin. 

Saying that the violation im- 
pedes the planning for the com- 
munity, the planners approved 
asking the city commissioners 
for enforcement. 

The planners also asked Mc- 
Taggart to work up some new 
rules prohibiting or controlling 
neon signs. One of the planners 
said he didn't want the eom- 
munity to become a little Las 
Vegas. 

McTaggart will come back to 
the planners with some 
suggested wording to cover 
those signs at next months 
meeting.

change in the site plan for the 
One Water Street Inn whietr will 
allow them to site the third 
building of the complex so it can 
take more advantage of the lake 
views. 

The developers had come to 
the meeting to ask for the 
changes now that they have ob- 
tained the right to former city 
property that was part of Main 
street. 

The city went to the courts 
several months ago to close the 
street so they could trade some 
of the property with the 
developers to provide a better 
Peninsula Beach area park. 

The planners approved the 
request after seeing how the 
project would fit in with the 
recently built phases of the Inn. 

They also approved not 
having to follow some of the 
procedural rules concerning the 
change. 

The planners then went 
through a criteria and ended up 
turning down a request from 
Fred Moore to develop two 
duplexes on two 55 foot lots he 
owns on Spring Street. 

The planners found the 
proposed projects would bring 
too much density in the limited 
area. The two parcels, platted in 
the early part of the century, did 
not provide enough room for the 
dwellings as concerns about 
parking , and what it may do to 
the neighborhood did not fit into 
what the planners have zoned 
the area for in the ordinance. 

They then approved a request 
to allow the builder to build one 
duplex on both lots if he wants. 

The planners then started a 
discussion of what they want in 
the future. They worked on set- 
ting some short and long range 
goals and direction for the city 
as well as the Planning Board. 
Those ideas will be compiled 
with those from other boards 
and will be presented to the City 
Commission for review.
